Stir Caused-as Spears 
Compares Zionism 
To Nazism ai Hearing 


Special 

LONDON—A comparison of 
Zionism to Nazism caused a 
flurry at the hearings of the 
Anglo-American inquiry on Pal- 
estine when Maj. Gen. Sir Ed- 
ward Spears, former British Min- 
ister to Syria and Lebanon, said 
the Zionist policy in the Holy 
Land “has a great many of the 
earmarks of Nazism.” 

The statement led to sharp 
questioning of the general, the 
first witness to argue the Arab 
case at the London hearings, and 
he amended it to say he meant 
only a few Zionists, those at the 
top, “who pull the strings” in 
Palestine. 

James G. McDonald, one of the 
United States members of the 
commission, had told the general 
he was “shocked” by the original 
statement and asked, “didn’t the 
general mean that there were a 
very few, if any,” Zionists who 
acted like Nazis. This brought the 
amended answer. 

General Spears had told the 
commission that what he termed 
the Zionist desire to impose their 
rule on weaker people and their 
youth trainjng program were 
characteristic of Nazism.

LONDON—The_ Anglo-Ameri- 


can Committee of Inquiry on Pal- 
estine opened hearings here this 
morning in the circular hall of 
the Royal Empire Society, the 
galleries of which were jammed 
with spectators, including repre- 
sentatives of Jewish organiza- 
tions and the head of the Arab 
Office in London. 

The principal witness today 
was Prof. Selig Brodetsky, presi- 
dent of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, who recommended 
to overcoated committee mem- 
bers, who huddled together in the 
cold drafty hall, that they im- 
mediately issue an interim rec- 
ommendation that all displaced, 
and other Jews, who wish to go

to Palestine be assisted to do so. 
Later, he said, the committee 
should define a broader policy 
on Palestine in accordance with 
the memorandum submitted to it 
by the Board, which included a 
demand for establishment of a 
Jewish state. 

Replying to a question by U. S. 
member Bartley Crum as to when 
he wanted the interim report to 
be issued, Brodetsky said: “Im- 
mediately. This afternoon, if pos- 
sible. As soon as the committee 
gets sufficient information.” 

American chairman Judge Jo- 
seph C. Hutcheson asked Brodet- 
sky for a definition of a Jewish 
state, stating that it was still not 
clear to him, while Sir Frederick 
Legget wanted to know whether 
the constitution of a Jewish state 
would provide that Jews must 
remain a majority, in view of 
the testimony by an expert in 
Washington that under no con- 
ditions could Jews maintain a ma- 
jority status after 1970. 
Explains State Idea 

In reply, the British Zionist 
leader said that “the essence of 
a Jewish state is: Wherever Jews 
are now, their position is de- 
termined by others. They wish 
to live in a country where the 
civilization, their status and sim- 
ilar matters are determined by 
them.” He added: “Our concep- 
tion of a state is not that Jews 
should become a power, but that 
they should live freely, with their

Bill Aids Jews, Harms 
Resit—Filibuster Boys

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 


filibuster against the F.E.P.C. bill 
in the United States Senate has 
not been a thing at which Ameri- 
cans can point with any pride. 

Sen. Richard Russell of Geor- 
gia, who held the floor most of a 
whole day, read a letter charging 
that the FEPC bill discriminates 
against Gentiles, and white wom- 
en in favor of Jews and Negroes. 
Sen. Eastland of Mississippi said 
the bill would give preference to 
minority groups over veterans of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. He attack- 
ed immigration from eastern Eu- 
rope, saying that it had intro- 
duced into the country the influ- 
ence of a school of thought from 
that area which would destroy 
our system of jurisprudence. 

Senator McClelland of Arkan- 
sas assailed the bill as “the most 
vicious,” in the history of Ameri- 
can legislation, while Senator 
Bankhead denied that a filibuster 
was in progress. 


Three of the death sentences 
imposed on officials of the Dachau 
concentration camp at a recent 
United States military trial have 
been commuted to imprisonment, 
and another prison sentence has 
been reduced, from ten to five 
years. 


Interim Committee | 
Agreed on Proposal; 
Business Not Finished

NEW YORK—Agreement on 
the need for setting up an over- 
all, and ostensibly a new body, 
democratically elected, to repre. 
sent American Jewry on all ques- 
tions affecting the Jews overseas, 
was reached at a meeting of the 
Interim Committee of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference here 
Monday. The entire afternoon 
session was devoted to a discus- 
sion of the problems relating to 

the future of the American Jew- 
ish Conference. 

Editor’s Note: The editorial 
in this issue partly confirmed 
by the accompanying news 
story was written a full week 
ago, on Jan. 25. 

The official announcement of 
the meeting said: “It was felt that 
when the American Jewish Con- 
ference, being a temporary body, 
completes its now unfinished 
business, steps should be taken 
to explore the possibilities of set- 
ting up an organization which 
would engage in safeguarding 
Jewish rights overseas and in 
Palestine.” 

That a plan for.the new body 
has already been made, was re- 
vealed when it was announced 
that “Several proposals were con- 
sidered and a majority of the 
members present expressed them- 
selves in favor of a plan which 
will be submitted to the General 
Committee and placed before the 
Third Session.” 

Meanwhile a list of new dele. 
gates to the third session was 
announced, including Dr. Julian 
Morgenstern, president of He- 
brew Union College, who will al- 
ternate for Robert P. Goldman, 
of Cincinnati, O. 





Morgan Case Closed; 
Goes Back to Germany

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 


Morgan case was apparently 
closed. this week with announce- 
ment by Herbert H. Lehman that 
he had decided to restore Lt. Gen. 
Sir Frederick Morgan to duty as 
chief of UNRRA operations in 
Germany. 

“In view of all circumstances, 
I have concluded that I am justi- 
fied in continuing to place con- 
fidence in him,” Lehman said in 
a statement. 

In a letter to Lehman, the Brit- 
ish general said he could only re- 
iterate his “deepest regret” that 
he should have been guilty of im- 
puting sinister motives to indivi- 
duals or organizations. 

However, he added: 

“T reject utterly any suggestion 
that I am anti-Semitic in outlook. 
That I had or have any intention 
whatever of imputing to any in- 
dividual or group any form of 
sinister motive I most stoutly

WICE, in this space, I asked the World Jewish Congress for 
a financial accounting. No reply. I have now found out from 
authoritative sources in the J.N.F. and the Keren Hayesod that 
none of the money collected in behalf of these organizations by the 
World Jewish Congress in Brazil, ever reached its destination. 
During the war period when Nahum Goldman was busy building 
up his colonial empire in South America, joint campaigns were under- 
taken there by the Congress and the Keren Hayesod and the J.N.F. 
Since Nahum was the boss of both Congress and Zionism, there is 
nothing the Keren Hayesod and J.N.F. representatives could do but 
acquiesce—and grumble. I know that Leib Jaffe, during his stay 
here, asked some journalists to say something about it. The arrange- 
ments were fifty-fifty—50% for the World Jewish Congress whose 
only work worth anything, if at all, is political, and 50% for building 
up Palestine. That is like assigning 50% of the U.S. taxes for the 
Pentagon Building and 50% for the rest of the country’s business. 
And please bear in mind, those arrangements were forced down the 
throats of the Keren Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund not by 
anti-or non-Zionists, but by the recognized representative of the 
Zionist movement in this country, Nahum Goldman and with the 
biessing of the Congress President (assuming he knew about it 
which I doubt), Stephen S. Wise, also a Zionist of some standing.

NOW I FIND OUT that even that pittance has not been paid 
to the Keren Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund. 

There is, besides, some financial matter in connection with 
Nahum Goldman’s activity that it would not be right to publicize. 
But a responsible Zionist Commission ought to take a trip to South 
America and investigate the whole business. 

2 * 
HEN I commented last week on the Histadruth Ivrith annual 
banquet, I took it for granted that the main facts connected 
with the thirtieth anniversary of that organization would be pub- 
licized in The Jewish Post through the usual channels. I should 
have known better. The Histadruth Ivrith usually fails to bring 
before the public the bare facts of its existence. Once in a while 
it does make a sporadic attempt to get publicity, but on such oc- 
casions it is too ambitious and seeks to convey the impression that 
it represents a powerful mass-movements of American Hebraists 
al! of whom are affiliated with the Histadruth Ivrith of America. 
Such is not the case: There are not too many Hebraists in this 
country, and by far not all of them are affiliated with the Histadruth 
Ivrith. 

Nevertheless, it is worth noting that this organization has 
been in existence for thirty years, that for twenty five it has pub. 
lished a weekly which has been constantly improving and which 
has managed to survive longer than all Hebrew periodicals, and 
that it has published a goodly number of Hebrew books, that it 
has lately organized a Hebrew-speaking children’s camp which is 
doing well and that it has lately made a very successful attempt to 
organize a Hebrew Theatre and Arts group. Most of the credit 
for the contined existence of the Histadruth Ivrith and especially 
for the continued existence of its weekly Hadoar, is due to the 
editor of the latter, Menachem Ribalow. His is also the chief blame 
for whatever faults and shortcomings the Histadruth Ivrith and 
Hadoar have, insofar are these faults and shortcomings are not 
unavoidable by the very nature of American Jewish reality. 

* * « 

I NOTICE in the last issue of The Jewish Post only one piece 
of publicity with regard to the activities of Histadruth Ivrith: a 
paid advertising by Hanoar Haivri (Hebrew Youth) which is af- 
filiated with the Hisdadruth Ivrith (though that fact is not men- 
tioned in the ad) inviting the public to a lecture in Hebrew by Pro- 
fessor Simon Halkin on Literature in Palestine During World War II. 

May I say something nasty? 

I want to congratulate the Hebrew Youth for their courage 
and independence, a), in invifing Halkin to speak, b), in letting him 
speak on books which were not published under the ageis of the 
Histadruth Ivrith of America and edited by Menachem Ribalow.

NOW I SHOULD LIKE to offer some free advice to the leaders 
of the Histadruth Ivrith of America on getting publicity in the 
Anglo-Jewish press. 

I am sure some member of Hanoar Haivri is available on a part 
time basis to do that work. He may not happen to be an expert 
on the subject of publicity, but it is better to have the work done 
in an inexpert manner (if the chap is young and bright, he will learn) 
tnan not at all. But the following simple truths ought to be borne 
in mind: 

One, in the minds of most American Jews favorably inclined 
towards the Hebrew language (and most American Jews are), the 
Histadruth Ivrith is only important insofar as it advances the cause 
of Hebrew. It is therefore urgent that above all the cause rather 
than the organization or its leaders, or the editor of Hadoar, should 
be stressed. The Histadruth Ivrith ought to be generous enough to 
publicize the monthly Bitzaron and the quarterly Hatekufah and 
even books published in Palestine, though the organization itself 
had nothing to do with sponsoring them. 

* * + 


TWO, in the minds of most American Jews anything connected 
with the Hebrew language is associated with scholarship and certain 
cultural traditions. While it is necessary to adapt certain practical 
devices and habits, the latter ought not to displace scholarly tradi- 
tions. Accuracy, humility and recognition of the services rendered 
by others are among the:fundamental scholarly traditions. It is 
unnecessary and unbecoming for an organization dedicated to the 
Hebrew language in this country to claim more strength than it 
actually possesses, to ignore outstanding Hebraic figures in this 
country who do not happen to be on good terms with the leadership 
o: the Organization, to overstress in all its publicity releases only 
one person—Menachem Ribalow—and in general to follow the most 
unpalatable American institutional practices in such a clumsy 
manner. 

Outstanding Hebraic personalities in this country, such as Hayim 
Greenberg, editor of the Jewish Frontier (who was once- editor of 
Haolam), Rav Tzair (Saul Tchernowitz), Simon Halkin, Abraham

But these 
people do lend luster to the cause of the Hebrew language, and they 
are part and parcel of Hebraic culture, so that when Halkin pub- 
lishes a novel in Palestine, it ought to be the business of the His- 
tadruth Ivrith to tell the general public about that fact just as if 
the Histadruth Ivrith itself had published the novel.

THREE, the motive for any American Jew’s interest in Hebrew 
is its importance in Jewish culture and religion. The fact that the 
Hebrew language is being studied at some American universities 
by students intending to become ministers or that John Milton 
could speak Hebrew is of secondary importance. 

Some five years ago somebody in Chicago got a brainwave that 
you could “sell” Hebrew to the American Jewish public by stressing 
the “American” elements in it. Since then that bug has been done 
to death in all the sporadic publicity of the Histadruth Ivrith. Maybe 
you could raise more money that way—there seems to be no limit 
to the public’s gullibility or Peter Bergson would be walking around 
in a barrel by now—but, as mentioned above, such practices are 
not in keeping with the nature of a Hebraic movement. 

I think by now my readers have a pretty good idea of what is 
wrong with the Histadruth Ivrith. I want to emphasize that there 
are two things very much right with it: one, it has managed to 
exist for thirty years, two it has been publishing a very fine weekly. 

* * * 

THAT WEEKLY, Hadoar, has two supplements—Hadoar La. 
noar, now some ten years old or more, intended for juveniles, and 
a supplement for adults whose knowledge of Hebrew is imperfect. 
The juvenile supplement was edited until lately by Daniel Persky 
and is now edited by Simcha Rubinstein. The other supplement, 
which I strongly recommend to anyone of you who is trying to 
brush up on his Hebrew, is very ably edited by Hayim Lifschitz. 

And if you know Hebrew well enough to read Hadoar itself, 
get into the habit of reading it. You could do a lot worse.

TORONTO—Do Jews know how to handle

The secret of this pleasant phenomenon of 
being able to derive maximum enjoyment from 
drinking, and at the same time extracting the 
subsequent headaches and remorse is that they 
drink slowly, munching as they imbibe, and 
know where to draw the line. e 

Another theory advanced is that Jews are 
accustomed to the taste of wine from infancy, 
since wine enters into many of the religious 
observances. 

DRAWING UPON his long years of ob- 
servation, Mr. McAree notes that he never saw 
a Jew drunk, and certainly never knew a Jew 
who made a shameless practice of getting high 
whenever the opportunity offered.

Persons who feel least secure in their surroundings have the 


Silver Acts as Hollander 
Says Zionism Not Hurt

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Dr. 


Abba Hillel Silver, president of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America, in a communication ad- 
dressed to Zionist Regional and 
District officers, this week urged 
the rejection of national advisory 
budgeting as “a serious threat to 
Palestine and Zionist  fulfill- 
ment.” 

The ZOA president’s communi- 
cation made particular reference 
to the request which Mr. Sidney 
Hollander, president of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations Wel- 
fare Funds, has recently circular- 
ized among Zionists in the wel- 
fare funds throughout the coun- 
try in an effort to elicit from 
them support for his thesis that 
National Advisory Budgeting 
will not be harmful to the in- 
terests of Palestine and Zionism. 
Repudiating this assumption, Dr. 
Silver declares that “the Zionist 
Organization of America, to- 
gether with other Zionist bodies, 
has since 1941 expressed opposi- 
tion to the plan promoted by 
some of the leaders of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds which would give 
to a small national committee of 
the CJFWF responsibility for de- 
termining the budgets of na- 
tional overseas agencies appeal- 
ing to local welfare funds.”

Other techniques of ascertain- 
ing the bases for prejudice and 
means for combatting it were dis- 
cussed by the scholars and lay- 
men attending the conference, 
which was held at the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel. Henry Epstein, 
former Solicitor General of New 
York State and chairman of the 
Commission’s national advisory 
board, emphasized that a plan of 
action will be formulated to 
“meet group tensions within com- 
munities.”

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CANADIAN SENATOR WANTS 
5,000,000 JEWS IN PALESTINE

TORO A demand for im- 


mediate action to create a Jew- 
ish Palestine with a population of 
5,000,000, was voiced here by Ca- 
nadian Senator Arthur Roebuck, 
who addressed the 28th annual 
meeting of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of Canada last Sunday. 

“It is preposterous to think 
that British or American interests 
are served by throttling Jewish 
immigration into Palestine,” the 
senator declared. 

“We should take advantage of 
the unsettled conditions in Eu- 
rope to promote the very max- 
imum of Jewish immigration into 
Palestine, and let us invite the 
Jewish state to accept Dominion 
status within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations.” 

If Britain and the United 
States move firmly, he said, they 
have nothing to fear from the 
military or economic power of 
the Arab states. The might of 
Islam is a myth, but its aggres- 
sion must be stopped lest by 
strengthening their hands and 
weakening ours, they reach the 
point of challenging our control 
of the Suez, Senator Roebuck 
said. 

Zionist sentiment in Canada is 
even stronger than in the United 
States, said the Senator, who de- 
scribed himself as a “Christian 
Zionist.” 

Speaking as one of the “elder 
statesmen of Canada,’ Senator 
Roebuck said that “we do not 
want Canadian soldiers of the fu- 
ture fighting in another world 
war for the control of the Med- 
iterranean. 

“Where there is no vision, the 
people perish.” 


Not Bound By Inquiry Body

Aitlee OKs Transjordan 
Move; Laski Demurrs

LONDON—Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee this week told 
the House of Commons that he 
was in full agreement with For- 
eign Minister Bevin’s proposal to 
the United Nations Organizaton 
concerning British mandates, 
which included the establishment 
of Transjordan as an independ- 
ent state. 

The Prime Minister said that 
he had nothing to add regarding 
Middle East mandates, except 
that Emir Abdullah of Transjor- 
dan has accepted the Govern- 
ment’s invitation to come ¢o Lon- 
don to discuss matters concern- 
ing his country’s independence. 

Prof. Harold Laski, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
Labor Party, however, said that 
independence for Transjordan 
will make “the Palestine tangle 
more difficult than ever, since the 
administrative separation of the 
two territories is mainly artifi- 
cial.” 

In an article written for the 
Overseas News Agency, Laski 
supported Bevin’s position that 
no action on Paletine should be 
taken until the findings of the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Commit- 
tee are made public, but added: 

“That to my mind only made 
it more strange that he should 
have announced the forthcoming 
acceptance of Transjordan as an 
independent Arab state under the 
trusteeship of Emir Abdullah. 
What exactly lies behind this, he 
did not seek to explain. Trans- 
jordan is mostly a desert coun- 
try, the artificial separation of 
which from Palestine in the ’20s 
by the British Government was 
in 
smooth out the conflict of Arab 
dynastic tangles.” 

Laski charged that a result of 
the Transjordan move “is to nar- 
row the area within which the 
Anglo-American commission can 
look for a solution to the prob- 
lem with which it is faced,’ and 
asked whether it was motivated 
by a British plan to cultivate the 
good will of the Arab League.

Rabbi Mann Voices 
Opposition to “State”

CHICAGO—Deploring what he 


called “resurrected Jewish na- 
tionalism,” Dr. Louis L. Mann 
told his congregation here that 
Palestine should be a “Palestin- 
ian state for all who live there” 
and not a Jewish national state. 
Dr. Mann has been known for 
years as a non-Zionist. 

“The United States is not a 
Jewish state or a Christian state 
but the state of all persons who 
reside in it regardless of their 
creed,” Dr. Mann declared. “So it 
should be with Palestine. It 
should not be a Moslem state or 
a Christian state or a Jewish 
secular state but a Palestinian 
state for all those who reside 
in it. 

“Palestine is a holy place to 
Moslems, Jews and Christians,” 
he said. “It was the cradle of 
three faiths. How wonderful if 
they could all work side by side 
in a state giving equality to all 
groups. 

“A Jewish national state would 
mean that the Jews for the first 
time in modern history would 
have to enter the arena of power 
politics,” he asserted. 

“Two thirds of the people of 
Palestine are not Jewish,” he 
pointed out. “What will the 
Zionists do with the Arabs? The 
Arabs have been there longer 
than the Jews have. The Jewish 
people have been out of Pales- 
tine for a longer time than they 
have been in it. Would it seem 
just to make the Arabs alien in 
their own country by making 
that country a Jewish national 
state?” 


Report British Ready 
To Admit 1,500 Monthly

JERUSALEM — The Palestine 


Government is expected to an- 
nounce that it will allow con- 
tinued Jewish immigration dur- 
ing the period in which the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Commit- 
tee is making its investigations, 
despite the rejection by the Arab 
Higher Committee of the High 
Commissioner’s suggestion that 
1,500 Jews be allowed to enter 
monthly until the committee an- 
nounces its findings. 

According to reliable sources, 
the Arabs will agree to the in- 
terim immigration on condition 
that the immigrants be children 
or aged persons, and that the 
Government promise that no 
matter what the inquiry commis- 
sion decides, nothing will be done 
without consultation with and 
approval by the Arabs. These 
sources stressed, however, that 
the Government has made up 
its mind to announce the con- 
tinued immigration regardless of 
any Arab conditions.

Truman 
to “insist on the inadmissibility” 
of the British Government’s in- 
tention of bring about the per- 
manent separation of Transjor- 
dan from Palestine and its recog- 
nition as an independent state, 
it was announced by the Council. 

In their message to President 
Truman, Dr. Silver and Dr. Wise 
assailed Britain’s contemplated 
action as “another unilateral re- 
vision of the Palestine Mandate 
and a new attempt to establish a 
fait accompli in disregard of 
Britain’s obligations toward the 
members of the League of Na- 
tions under the Mandate, toward 
the United States under the An- 
glo-American Convention of 1924, 
and toward the United Nations 
under article eighty of the Char- 
ter. Thjs comes with particularly 
bad grace now that, at the re- 
quest of the British Government, 
the United States and Britain 
are jointly examining the Pales- 
tine problem.” 

“It is also an attempt on the 
part of Britain to set up another 
ostensibly independent state on- 
der British control in a territory 
now under international super- 
vision, and to avoid placing un- 
der trusteeship an area which 
Britain seeks as her exclusive 
sphere of influence,” the Zionist 
leaders declared. 








Shertok Hits Move 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

JERUSALEM—The Bevin plan 
to establish Transjordan as a sov- 
ereign state is “a crying contra- 
diction” of the Jewish Agency’s 
demand for recognition of Pales- 
tine as a Jewish state, Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Agency’s po- 
litical department, charged this 
week. 

Shertok told a press conference 
that the Agency had never con- 
sidered Transjordan’s separation 
from Palestine to be permanent, 
and had “always hoped for an ar- 
rangement enabling Jewish col- 
onization and joint Jewish-Arab 
enterprises there.” He asserted 
that when certain clauses of the 
Mandate concerning the establish- 
ment of a Jewish National Home 
had been abolished with respect 
to Transjordan, Britain expressly 
stated that the abolition was only 
temporary.

last week. An official request for 
such a delegation has been for- 
warded to the High Commis- 
sioner.

Dear Earl: 

When my friend, Rabbi James 
G. Heller, introduced you in At- 
lantic City to that most enthusi- 
astic audience of the U.P.A. and 
J.D.C., he referred to you three 
or four times as Dr. Harrison. 
This reminded me of an incident 
nearly a third of a century ago, 
when in introducing the then 
noted humorist, John Kendrick 
Bangs, to a Kansas City audience 
as “Doctor,” he remarked: “Your 
chairman insists on conferring an 
honorary degree which some uni- 
versity has been too dilatory to 
bestow on me.” Now that you 
are an honorary member of Ken- 
eseth Israel, who can tell but what 
some Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary will give you an LL.D. or 
Doctorate of Hebrew Letters. I 
hope this will not affect your sta- 
tus as an Elder in the Presbyte- 
rian Church. 

Earl, I have a thought and let 
me get your reaction; but before 
submitting it, I shall give you 
briefly the picture. 

In 1917-18 I was Executive Di- 
rector of the American Jewish 
Relief Committee which raised 
$25,000,000 for Jewish War Re- 
lief. I came to the task from 
Kansas City without any previous 
experience in the field of money 
raising. Soon I established non- 
Jewish committees throughout

ia IS Liberal Judaism which 
offers precisely the kind of 
faith requisite for our times. Per- 
fectly integrated to the soil and 
soul of America, it has become 
the pattern which all Jews de- 
Sirous of adapting their faith and 
practice to our day must eventual- 
ly follow. As a matter of fact, 
virtually all of the innovations 
laboriously introduced*by Reform 
in its early pioneering days are 
today becoming the way in which 
others are universally following. 

It is imperative, therefore, that 

Reform Jews, as such, should 

view with pride their far-reaching 

achievements on the American 
scene. 

Pride, however, is not enough. 

These days of crisis and decision 

call for a revaluation of all things 


the country (local, state and na- 
tional) to assist us in gathering 
what was then an unprecedented 
sum for American Jewry. My as- 
sociates were also impressed with 
the idea that contributions from 
non-Jewish sources would en- 
hance the community -spirit and 
a better understanding between 
Jews and Gentiles would be cre- 
ated. 

Despite the proud reluctance 
and reticence of the American 
Jew himself, contributions large 
and small, financial and moral, 
became a feature of no mean im- 
portance from the very outset. 
The generous non-Jew simply in- 
sisted that he shall not be ex- 
cluded from participation in a 
cause even though its  benefi- 
ciaries might be the unbaptized. 

To quote a then-prominent jour- 
nalist: “Churchmen reminded 
their followers that they owed 
a two-fold debt to the people of 
Christ— one, for that people’s 
gift to the world of its faith and 
its prophets, and the other for 
the exile and sorrows which Jews 
had been subjected to in the past 
at the hands of would-be Chris- 
tians in the name of Christian- 
ity.” 

Laymen remembered that Jews 
in their respective communities 
had ever been the first to par- 
ticipate in public undertakings 
with their money and with their 
time, whether these undertakings 
were of a broadly communal char- 
acter or of a distinctly sectarian 
and non-Jewish kind. 

PrimaPily, the American Gentile

many among us today who have 
forgotten this essential program 
of Reform. It was Herbert Agar 
who in his “A Time for Great- 
ness” said that democracy is not 
a Station, but a Road. So it is 
with Judaism, with Liberal vuda- 
ism especially. It is not a sta- 
tion already attained; a comfort- 
able resting place where we can 
preen ourselves upon our past 
achievement. But it is a road; 
an endless, ofttimes arduous road 
along which we must constantly 
and persistently plod. 


WE WANT NO neo-Orthodox 
in Reform today. We crave a 
Liberal, Progressive Judaism res- 
olutely declaring the right of our 
generation to change customs 
and rituals, to reclaim that which 
we may have cast aside, to re- 
state doctrines in the light of the 
changed conditions of our day— 
all this we insist is not a rever- 
sion to Orthodoxy, but the only 
true and consistent Reform which 
today and always must refuse to 
worship at the shrine of so-called 
classical crystallization. 

Finally, we must recognize that 
it is no mere platitude, but one 
of the profoundest truths seared 
into our souls by the suffering 
of this past horrifying decade 
that in union there is strength, 
that isolationism—national, po- 
litical, economic, religious —is 
devastating and fatal. 

As we shall rear a Union of 
Nations solely if we master this 
learning and teach each nation 
to subordinate its so-called su- 
preme sovereignty to the well- 
being of all, so much we begin 
in our own household and confess 
that no individual congregation 
or synagogue can be “an islande 
entire unto itself,” can afford the 
piggish luxury of living selfishly 
on the side of the road, on the 
fashionable boulevard or humble

side street and let the rest of its 
sister synagogues fend for them: 
selves. 

But rather, must we, as we ex: 
pect of nations and peoples, by 
our Own example rather than by 
mere precept, show the way by 
becoming members one of the 
other; by merging our separate 
entities into one body and one 
soul, by forging together that 
formidable spiritual instrument 
which our Union would foster. 


THEN, AND THEN alone, 
amid the myrid forces and fac- 
tions clamoring for leadership, 
claiming to speak in the name of 
Israel there would be heard the 
voice of a liberal, progressive, 
Union of American Synagogues, 
the voice not merely of the Jew, 
but of Judaism, the voice not

Pines is merely the Russian 
rendition of the Hebrew name 
Phinas. The Pines family of Rus- 
sia has produced several disting- 
uished Rabbis. If a member of the 
family migrated to -France he 
would spell the name with “ss” to 
preserve its Russian pronuncia- 
tion. A single “s” at the end of a 
word is not pronounced in 
French. 

However it is possible that the 
original version of the name was 
Pine. There was an old and dis- 
tinguished family of that name in 
Strasbourg, Alsace which before 
1870 was part of France. The Pine 
family (pronounced Peen) de- 
rived their name from the city of 
Peine in Hannover, Germany.

Looking Ahead to the Conference 

HE Jewish Post has for several weeks gnawed persistently at 

the question of holding new elections for the American Jewish 
Conference, maintaining that delegates elected in 1943 might no 
longer enjoy the confidence of the communities which chose them. 
I doubt whether Mr. Cohen expected the Conference to call for elec- 
tions in the comparatively short period of time which was available 
between the announcement and the actual convening of the next 
session. It was clear that the time was set in the immediate future 
to preclude any such possibility of plunging our communities into 
another political campaign. 

Yet it is interesting to note the independent point of view taken 
by at least one delegate, and to ponder on the possible results there- 
of. In 1943 three candidates presented themselves for the position 
of delegate from Jacksonville, Fla. Meetings were held, the Jewish 
folk of the town chose electors on the basis of favorite candidates, 
and the pledged electors met and selected Abe Newman, a dis- 
tinguished and beloved Jewish leader. 

* * * 

UPON RECEIVING the call to the next session of the Con- 
ference he at once indicated his desire for a re-assembly of the elec- 
tors, that they might have the opportunity either to replace him 
with another delegate, or to reaffirm the community’s choice. 

“It makes no difference to me one way or another,” Mr. New- 
man said, “but I feel that if we speak in the name of democracy 
in Jewish life—and after all, that is the element from which the 
Conference draws its strength, we should carefully and scrupulously 
adhere to the democratic forms. For delegates, myself or any other, 
to entrench themselves in positions which tend to become perman- 
ent, is to violate the principles of representation on which the Con- 
ference is based. We shall be as guilty of self-perpetuating author- 
itarianism as the American Jewish Committee, which we so properly 
condemn for those tactics.”

MR. NEWMAN has taken a stand which will doubtless be ech- 
oed loudly at the Conference, though few will be the delegates who 
will have the courage to challenge their own authority at this time. 
It is true that the longer the Conference perpetuates and freezes 
its present composition, the more loath that personnel will be to 
yield up their posts. Length of tenure unfortunately creates vested 
interest. We have examples of that in American Jewish life, not 
only in the American Jewish Committee, pointed to by Mr. New- 
man, but even in organizations which speak the loudest about de- 
mocracy. Witness the twenty year interval between elections for 
the American Jewish Congress. 

The danger is that unless the democratic basis of the Con- 
ference is kept fresh, it will degenerate into just another Jewish 
organization, some day to become a component, like the Congress, 
of a new effort at national unity. 

* . * 

THESE CONSIDERATIONS bring into question matters of im- 
mediate moment. What if the Jews of northern Florida, for one 
reason or another, most unlikely at the moment, should decide that 
Abe Newman is no longer representative, and should send a Mr. 
Katz to the Conference? Would the latter’s credentials be honored? 
The Conference had invited and knows only Mr. Newman. What 
would be the role of his successor, democratically chosen, though 
without specific instructions from the national organization? The 
reverse question appears to be true in Indiana at the present, where 
a substitute delegate, for better or worse, has been foisted upon 
the community to fill a vacancy, without exercise of democratic 
choice. 

And what of the several hundred delegates who represented 
not communities, but national organizations? Are they permanent, 
or replaceable? Frankly, I don’t know. In many instances they 
were the original choices of national administrations which may 
since have been retired from office. Do new administrations have 
the right to designate new national representatives to the Con. 
ference, more adequately representative of those bodies now? If 
so, why is not the same privilege granted to the community? If the 
national organizations do not have that freedom of choice, there 
may be a good many lame ducks in the Conference who no longer 
have a large following. 

In the formative days of the Conference there was an abortive 
movement, led among others, I believe, by Rabbi Joshua Trachten- 
berg, of Easton, Pa., for greater participation by the communities. 
The movement, which was a challenge to the upper crust of na- 
tional Jewish leaders, was well grounded in theory, but emerged 
too late to affect the composition of the Conference. Involved in 
the discussion was not just the membership of the Conference, but 
a whole new philosophy of the organization of Jewish life in Amer- 
ica. We should like to hear from Rabbi Trachtenberg again along 
these lines,

rent book, I shall write of one 
which appeared in 1905, and in 
German with the last of six edi- 
tions in 1932.

Baeck, who re- 
cently con- 
cluded a_ visit 
to the United 
States. A _ per- 
sonal word of tribute to, and 
of. deep reverence for, this fear- 
less and heroic scholar and rabbi 
who has sanctifiea God’s name 
in his own life is not only ap- 
propriate, but a moral obligation. 
Though serving with distinc- 
tion as rz" i in Berlin since 1912, 
Dr. Baeck’s majestic greatness 
and matchless saintliness became 
manifest in 1933, and in the en- 
suing years when with the rise 
of Hitler, he became head of the 
Jewish Reichsvertretung. To his 
tragic lot fell the agony of wit- 
nessing the utter destruction not 
only of the Berlin Jewish com- 
munity, but of German Jewry, 
and alas, of European Jewry. 
As captain of his people, he de- 
termined never to “forsake the 
ship,” and he never did! He re- 
mained with the surviving Jewish 
remnant in Germany til the bit- 
ter tragic end. He shared the 
misery, the suffering, and the 
degradation which fell to the 
lot of his fellow-Jews. Helping 
hundreds and thousands to escape 
the Nazi hell, he personally re- 
jected every opportunity to leave, 
turning a stubbornly deaf ear to 
the pathetic pleas of his own 
- ghildren in London, and of his 
friends in the United States.

EVEN WHEN the German 
Jewish community was finally 
liquidated, he persisted in his re- 
fusal to leave. Instead of com- 
ing to the United States where a 
life of comfort, security and ease 
awaited him, he chose deliber- 
ately to accompany the last Jew- 
ish remnant to the vile, inhuman 
concentration camp, Theresien- 
stadt, in Czecho-Slovakia, where 
he passed his seventieth birthday. 
Th trip to the camp he made 
with his fellow Jews, in a cattle 
car. His diet at the camp con- 
sisted of a slice of bread thrice 
daily, with erstaz coffee or di- 
luted soup. Despite his age, he 
was required to do hard physical 
labor in a mill. At the interces- 
sion of his fellow-Jews with the 
Nazi administrator, he was grant- 
ed one privilege, that of a “pri-

vate” cell! 

How was he set free? Immedi- 
ately after the camp was liber- 
ated, an American major came 
to him with the information that 
he had orders to take him to 
London. But Dr. Baeck refused 
to leave till every Jew yet alive 
in the camp had been removed 
to safety. Then, and then only, 
did he board an American plane 
for London, and the home of his 
son.

WHAT A MOVING STORY of 
devotion to duty, of true heroism, 
and of noble sacrifice. If Holly- 
wood, particularly the Jewish 
producers, had any sense of real 
drama, they would make of the 
life story of this heroic Jew and 
saintly rabbi one of the unfor- 
gettable screen attractions of all 
times, instead of concentrating

What gives the “Essence of 
Judaism” a peculiar timeliness, 
is the fact that the author has 
exemplified in his personal life 
every item of his preaching—that 
he has lived the Judaism he so 
fervently expounds, and the Tor- 
ah he so dearly loves.

The first division considers the 
nature, evolution and content of 
the Jewish religion.

MANY even among our people 
are mistakenly taken in by the 
claim that Christianity is a uni- 
versal faith, while Judaism is na- 
tionalistic. Nothing can be fur- 
ther from the truth, Dr. Baeck 
argues cogently and convincingly. 
Since the Prophets of Israel were 
the first to proclaim the essence 
of religious universalism, the Fa- 
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therhood of God and the Broth- 
erhood of man, this obstinate 
prejudice must be attributed to 
Christian apologetics which al- 
ways seeks to exalt Christianity 
at the expense of the mother re. 
ligion. Is not “a church which 
claims a monopoly of salvation” 
religiously narrow? Judaism is 
the “world religion, par excel- 
lence,” since it makes man the 
criterion, and not the Jew. 

The concept of the chosen peo- 
ple has come under furious at- 
tack in recent months. Dr. Baeck 
defends it passionately, and in- 
terprets it as implying not Jew- 
ish arrogance or chauvinism, a la 
secular nationalism, but a sense 
of consecration to a high ideal. 
According to Dr. Baeck “the idea 
of election is therefore nothing 
but the living .certainty in which 
the religious community realizes 
that it sustains the knowledge of 
truth, the Divine revelation.” To 
this idea, he even attributes the 
survival of Israel and Judaism. 
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UNDER “Ideas of Judaism” 
Dr. Baeck discusses first, Faith 
in God, and secondly Faith in 
Man, with further subdivisions 
of Faith in Ourselves, Faith in 
our Neighbor, and Faith in Man- 
kind. No man has earned the 
right to speak and write of “faith” 
more than Dr. Baeck. What 
makes his discussion so illum- 
inating and persuasive is that 
he does not attempt to provide 
his religious belief by logic. Re- 
ligious faith is not a matter of 
speculation. The religious man 
like Job and like Dr. Baeck knows 
that God lives. Theirs is a faith 
which transcends logic and rea- 
son. Only such unshakeable as- 
surance in a Divine Power, which 
permeates the entire volume, 
could have compelled Dr. Baeck 
to choose the path of suffering 
and of humiliation in preference 
to the road of ease which beck- 
oned him so temptingly. 

The final chapter “The History 
and Task of Judaism” challenges 
us to realize the Holy and glor- 
ious task Judaism has yet to per- 
form, and the goal and purposes 
of Israel’s unique career on 
earth. 

“The Essence of Judaism,” al- 
ready a classic, will always in- 
spire and illuminate, will 
strengthen faith and courage, and 
in addition make one proud of 
his Jewish birth and heritage. 
For Jews nourished in secular- 
ism, a book whose every page 
speaks of God, will prove im- 
mensely challenging, and truly 
helpful!

WH cos colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the 


country are descriminating 
against Jewish students, the 
American Council on Education 
has issued a report establishing 
that America is. en- 
tering the post-war 
period with a ser- 
ious shortage of 
doctors and dentists. ... At least 
30,000 additional physicians will 
be needed in the United States 
this year, and hardly one-half of 
that number are available. 
The shortage of dentists will be 
proportionally greater, because 
the number of dental graduates 
in the United States decreased 
nearly 25 percent during the 
thirty years immediately preced- 
ing the war. . .. Thus, today’s 
supply of dentists is not only in- 
adequate in number, but also pre- 
dominantly in the older age 
groups. ... Yet, the quota sys- 
tem which certain universities 
and colleges are now quietly 
practicing against Jewish stu- 
dents is aimed at eliminating 
Jews chiefly from the fields of 
medicine and dentistry. . . . The 
tendency of Jewish students to 
concentrate in relatively few pro- 
fessions is due, it must be borne 
in mind, to the discriminating 
practices barring the entry of 
Jews to many other professions. 
. . There were no more than 
*t00,000 Jewish students in the 
United States in 1935-36. . . . This 
means about one Jewish student 
for every 47 Jews. ... The 1938 
proportion of non-Jewish  stu- 
dents is one student to every 100 
people. .. . The remarkable thing 
is that the average income of a 
Jewish doctor, dentist or lawyer 
is not as large as many seem 
to think. . . . In 1938, the average 
income of a practicing physician 
was $4,400 a year. .. . The aver- 
age annual income of a dentist 
was $2,900, and of a lawyer 
$4,000. . These are, of course, 
averages including some whose 
income is many times the aver- 
age, and some who manthy make 
a living.

SOWASHINGTON, D. C.—An in- 
crease of 46,000 dues-paying 
members in the American and 
Canadian B’nai B’rith lodges and 
women’s chapters and _ chapters 
of the B’nai B’rith Youth Organ- 
ization in 1945 gave B’nai B’rith 
a paid membership of 249,378 
men, women and young people at 
the beginning of 1946 and a total 
membership, including men in 
service, of 264,853, according to 
reports prepared for submission 
to the annual B’nai B’rith Execu- 
tive Committee meeting in Wash- 
ington on Feb. 3 and 4. 


Maurice Bisgyer, national sec- 
retary, reported an all-time re- 
cord increase of 30,000 dues-pay- 
ing members in the lodges for 
the year ended Sept. 30, 1945. 
This. gain brought the dues-pay- 
ing members in the lodges to 
148,378 and the total lodge mem- 
bership, including 15,475 in serv- 
ice, to 163,853. 

The number of B'nai B’rith 
lodges and women’s chapters in 
the United States and Canada 
reached 1,133 on January 1, 1946 


as compared with 1,051 a year 


ago. 


The end of the war _ also 
brought a revival and expansion 
of B’nai B’rith overseas. The 
lodges in Paris, France; Copen- 
hagen, Denmark; Prague, Czech- 
oslovakia; Shanghai, China; Am- 
sterdam, Holland; Sofia, Bul- 
garia; Algiers, Algeria; and 
Beirut, Syria, were revived. New 
foreign lodges were established 
in Stockholm Sweden; La Paz, 
Boliviay Valparaiso, Chile; Syd- 
ney and Melbourne, Australua:

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OMETIMES she walks, sometimes she rides, some- 
times flies. But wherever Ida Marcia Silverman 
goes, she brings stimulation to Jews to work for Pal- 
estine. It may be a small group in someone's living 
room a few miles from her home in Providence, 
Rhode Island, or a vast audience in South America 
—Ida Silverman comes to them if they want her. 
And speaking about South America, this ambassador 
of Zionism has toured the South American countries, 
returning a short time ago. 

“Everywhere I go,” says Mrs. Silverman, “I 
find an eager and awakened Jewry, determined 
on a course of positive action.” She speaks of 
dews she has met in various parts of the world, 
Jews who were Jews all their lives, and Jews who 
almost forgot they were until something roused 
them from their complacency. 


Mrs. Archibald Silverman started out in public life 
as a social and communal worker when she was 
still in her teens. She might have been content to do 
her small part in the various campaigns for local 
charities. Hospitals and convalescent homes must be 
maintained; the hungry and the naked must be fed 
and clothed; War Relief—First World War Relief— 
needed her as treasurer in the campaign in her home 
town; there was always work to be done and Ida 
Silverman ready to do it. 

Her social consciousness deepened and expanded. 


Then came the time when she grappled with 


the question: What about a permanent solution? 

Must Jews be eternal wanderers on the face of 

the earth, a temporary haven here, a couple of 

peaceful centuries there, and then dispersion 
again? She found the answer in Zionism. We 
must turn back and begin from the beginning,” 
she said. “We must lose no time in building up 
our self-respect as a people. Herzl was right. Only 
as a people, with a country, a culture revived, 

a pattern of life stamped with our own distinct 

characteristics, will make the Jew a man among 

men, a nation among nations.” 

The Balfour Declaration gave added impulse to 
her activities in the interest of Zionism. She served 
as deputy delegate to the World Zionist Council. She 
became Vice-President of the Zionist Organization 
of America. She travelled from city to city, speaking 
to Hadassah Chapters, Zionist Councils, raising funds 
for health and sanitation work in Palestine. She 
toured the United States in 1925 on behalf of the 
United Palestine Appeal. The following year she went 
to London, a member of the Commission from the 
American Jewish Congress to the meeting of Foreign 
Delegations. She practically “commuted” to Pales- 
tine from the U.S.A., studying conditions at first 
hand. She always brought back a vital message. 

Did she neglect other “minority groups?” Not 

a bit. Only recently Mrs. Silverman organized 

a non-sectarian campaign in her home state for 

the relief of refugees. This campaign for $50,000 


in a State that boasts a total population of less 

than 200,000 was no small achievement. All this 

“local” work with non-Jewish groups in addi- 

tion to her Jewish organizational activities in 

Providence. “Between speaking engagements in 

cities and towns from Canada to Texas, from 

New York to San Francisco, too! 

“What’s a little trip to San Antonio, Texas?” she 
says with a smile and a shrug. Indeed, a little jaunt to 
a woman with a message. Nothing at all compared 
to trips by Clipper to and from England on behalf 
of Eretz Israel! Not for an “ambassador of Zion.”

F you're having difficulty getting meats these days, and your 
family insists on something more solid than vegetables to sink 
their teeth into, you will have to exert all your culinary ingenuity 
and then some. But, just in case you can still get chicken in your 
vicinity, you might try preparing it in a new form. Nothing like 
novelty at a time like this! Here’s a chicken recipe the French 
restaurants feature. And take my word for it, it’s delicious. I have 
tried it out at home, 
Chicken Provencale 
1 tender chicken (2% Ibs.); % cup salad oil or 4 tblsps 
chicken fat;; 1 clove garlic; 1 onion or leek; 1 cup to- 
mato sauce or strained canned tomato; % cup white 
wine; 24 pitted olives (green); a dash of white pepper; 
% Ib. mushrooms (fresh). 

After kashering the chickens, cut it into four portions. Pat each 
piece dry with a dish towel or paper napkin. Heat the oil or fat 
in a heavy frying pan and saute the chicken sections till nicely 
browned on all sides. Pour off excess fat. Add minced or chopped 
onion and garlic, thinly sliced mushrooms and tomato sauce. Cover 
and cook over a very moderate heat for 20 minutes. Add the wine 
and let simmer 30 minutes. Five minutes before serving, add the 
sliced olives and pepper. Serves 4.

AND JUST IN CASE your taste runs to fish dishes as a substi- 
tute for meat, you might try the following meal-in-a-dish which Ru- 
manians delight in. It is easy to prepare and becomes a repeat 
number once you've served it. It is supposedly a favorite invention 
of a monastery cook, probably a monk who had other things to do 
one day and decided on cooking all of the meal in one pot. It is a 
standby in Jewish culinary art in the Balkans. Ask any Jewish 
woman who hails from Rumania. 


Gevetch Calugaresc (Monastery Stew) 

1 whole fish, any variety, preferably perch or pike, 3% 

to 4 lbs.; 1 cup each sliced onion, carrot, parsnip, turnip; 

4 stalks celery; 1 cup soaked lima beans or canned limas; 

4 medium potatoes, quartered; 2 sweet potatoes, quar- 

tered; 1% cups stewed or canned tomatoes or 1 cup to- 

mato sauce; 1 cup fresh peas; 1 cup sliced mushrooms; 

1 tsp. salt; a dash of white pepper, optional; 3 tblsps. 

flour; 3 tblsps. butter or oil. 

Prepare the fish for baking, whole or cut into serving portions. 

If the fish is to be baked whole, sprinkle lightly with salt then dust 
with flour inside and on top. If cut portions are preferred, salt 
lightly and roll the pieces in flour. Place the vegetables in the 
baking pan in the order listed above. Arrange the fish on the bed 
of vegetables, dot with butter or oil and bake at 350° F, uncovered, 
allowing 15 minutes per pound of fish. Add pepper to the sauce 
that forms and distribute over the fish. If possible, use a large 
baking-serving dish of glass or glazed earthenware. If any other 
type of baking dish is used, lift the fish out carefully and surround 
with the melange of vegetables. Garnish with lemon wedges and 
sprigs of parsley. 


CHEESE CAKE WITH SOUR CREAM 


1% lbs cream cheese 
4 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1 tsp vanilla 
% lb butter 
Crush zwieback crumbs as fine as possible and mix with soft- 
ened butter. Line a soring form or other baking pan with the but- 
tered crumbs. Combine cheese and sugar, adding one egg at a 
time and mixing thoroughly after each addition. Fold in vanilla 
and turn the batter into the crumb lined pan. Bake 30 to 35 min- 
utes at 350° F. Allow the cake to cool in the oven. Combine sour 
cream with sugar and vanilla and put the mixture on top of the 
baked cake. Return to the oven heated to 425° F for 5 minutes. 
The sour cream topping congeals when the cake cools.

operation with the National Jew- 
ish Overseas Relief Supply Col- 
lection launched by the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee was  an- 
nounced by the Supreme Lodge 
of B’nai B'rith. 

Two of the three projects—ac- 
tive participation by the 65,000 
B’nai B’rith Women in the Jew- 
ish Overseas Relief Supply Col- 
lection and a clothing collection 
campaign for European B'nai 
B’rith members—have been un- 
der way for several weeks, but 
the third is a new activity called 
“Adopt a Family Abroad,” 
through which B’nai B’rith lodges 
and women’s chapters will have 
an opportunity to render direct 
aid to needy B’nai B’rith mem- 
bers abroad. 

Under the “Adopt a Family 
Abroad” plan, local B’nai 3’rith 
units are being asked to adopt 
a B'nai B'rith family overseas

The food parcels, each weighing 
11 pounds, are to be shipped at 
monthly intervals either directly 
by the sponsors or through the 
medium of B'nai B’rith’s Advis- 
ory Committee on European Af- 
fairs.

Rabbi 
Malcai Cohen composed a special 
service entitled “Shivchei Todah,” 
“Praises of Thanksgiving” to 
commemorate the occasion and a 
local fast day has been continued 
annually on the 22nd of Sh’vat, 
since that time, by the Jews of 
Leghorn.

He 
traveled widely and he .was 
known in the Jewish communi- 
ties of Spain, Italy, France and 
England. He is known today pri- 
marily for his commentary on 
the Bible but he was outstanding 
as a grammarian, astronomer, 
mathematician as well as in other 
sciences. He never openly doubt- 
ed the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible, but his innuendos, his sud- 
den sharp, biting questions, sug- 
gested a new approach to the 
Bible and thus in a sense he was 
the forerunner of higher biblical 
criticism.

Death of Abraham Furtado, 
president of the Sanhedrin, found- 
ed by Napoleon. Founder of well- 

known French family, 
JAN. 29, he stemmed from 
1816 Portuguese Marano 
Jews. When in 1806 
Napoleon summoned to Paris one 
hundred of the leading Jews for 
consultation, Abraham Furtado 
was among them. He was elected 
president of the body which be- 
came known as the “Assembly of 
Notables.” Its deliberations led to 
the convening of the Sanhedrin, 
which opened in February 1807. 
On this occasion Furtado acted 
as speaker for the committee ap- 
pointed to draw up resolutions. 
When the sanhedrin was sudden- 
ly dissolved, and the Assembly of 
Notables reconvened, Furtado act- 
ed as its secretary, but eventu- 
ally returned to Bordeaux. When 
Napoleon’s power was _ over- 
thrown in 1814, Furtado joined 
the royalists, but refused a po- 
litical position during the Hun- 
dred Days. In 1815 he was ap- 
pointed treasurer of the city of 
Bordeaux by Louis XVIII.

Hitler’s rise to power and the 
beginning of Jewish persecutions 


est unterrorized elec. 
tion in Germany took 
piace on November 6, 
1932. On January 30, 
1933, Adolph Hitler accepted, at 
the hands of Hindenberg, the 
chancellorship of the Republic. 
Horrible rumors, and not un- 
founded, chilled Jewish veins 
with the threat of a general pog- 
rom. The _ persecution began 
pianissimo immediately after 
January 30, when Hitler took the 
oath to preserve the Republic. 
On February 27, the Reichstag 
burned and until the elections on 
March 5, the horror heightened. 
Following the Nazi victory on 
that latter date, the attacks upon 
the Jews attained such dimen. 
sions that by the end of the 
month the world’s outcry drove 
it to cover where. shielded from 
the eyes of the public and the 
ears of the press, it still flour- 
ished. “When wood is_ being 
planed,” declared Goering at a 
public gathering on March 7 dur- 
ing the peak of the atrocities, 
“there are always’ shavings.” 
Thus began the inhuman terror 
which over a period of a dozen 
years, until the final defeat of 
Hitler’s regime, some 6,000,000 
Jews were annihilated in lands 
overrun by the Nazi hordes. 
Henry III issues regulations 
for English Jews. For 47 years 
prior to their expulsion from

England, the Jews

A Jewish doctor in a large 
Southern city defended the prac- 
tice of state and municipal pro- 
fessional schools in setting up a 
quota for out-of-state students, 
the alibi used most often to ex- 
clude Jewish applicants.

In fact the alibi of these 
large Eastern Schools (remem- 
ber Dr. Hopkins of Dartmouth) 
is exactly the reverse of that of 


the Jewish doctor above. These 
schools contend that they must 
limit students from certain sec- 
tions in order to keep their stu- 
dent body representative of the 


nation as a whole. It is obvious 
that the schools will find a ration. 
alization for their discriminatory 
practices, and to try to give the 


schools an alibi is a waste of 
time. It is funny though how 
one usually finds Jews rushing 
to the defense of those accused 
by other Jews of anti-Semitism.

Has The Conference Decided To Dissolve Itself 


HE fact that the third session of the 
American Jewish Conference to be con- 
vened this month has not been publicized as 
were the first two sessions, and the fact that 
the Conference has refused this year to reply 
to criticism, no matter how legitimate, indicates 
rather clearly that the Zionists and the B’nai 
B’rith have decided that this third session will 
be the last. 


The controllers of the Conference, which in 
all honesty is the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, must have realized by now that the Con- 
ference has outlived its usefulness. 


For the past year the Conference has steadily 
deteriorated until today it has the respect of 
only a percentage of the Zionists of America, 
not to mention the other organizations like 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
or the Council of Jewish Women who might be 
said to be somewhere in between the Zionist 
position and that of the third division, the ad- 


herents of the American Jewish Committee, 
who are solidly opposed to the Conference. 

There was a chance to save the Conference 
and there may still be that chance, but as long 
as B’nai B'rith was affiliated with it (and it 
cannot survive without the B’nai B’rith back- 
ing) that opportunity would never be chal- 
lenged. 

Were the Conference to assume authority 
over the anti-defamation work in the United 
States, then and only then would it have a 
chance to survive. But the B’nai B'rith quite 
obviously is not willing to permit its Anti-De- 
famation League to come under the control of 
any other group, and there you have both 
horns of the dilemma on which The Conference 
finds itself. 

So The Post must conclude that the signs 
are clear—The third session may be the last, 
and what’s more it may be the intention of 
those in control to disband it in Cleveland this 
month, 


What Rabbi Will Be A Martyr? 


HE news from various parts of the coun- 

try that clergymen of almost all denom- 

inations in one place or another have joined 

picket lines to show their solidarity with the 

workmen, presents the question: where are our 
rabbis? 

Whenever a pronouncement on the rights of 
labor is to be made by one of the rabbinical 
bodies, all the names of the members of the 
committee making the declaration are ap- 
pended. The rabbis are not afraid to show that 
they believe in the rights of labor and its de- 
mand for a jfist share of the national income. 

But Jewish labor has yet to be convinced by 
this show of words, At least no appreciable 


gain has been made towards the goal so often 
discussed of a labor synagogue, a congregation 
in which not the affluent of our large com- 
munities are in control, but a congregation 
made up and managed for the most part by 
people who toil with their hands. 

So that the absence of rabbis from picket 
lines, an omission which casts doubt on the 
good faith of their annual pro-labor pronounce- 
ments, is a serious criticism. 

Unquestionably the appearance of any rabbi 
in any picket line would create consternation 
and probably result in his ouster from his pul- 
pit. So what rabbi is willing to be a martyr to 
the cause? 


Statements On Availability Of The Moon Premature 


’"S a wonder, now that the moon is soon to 
ee within exploring distance, whether 
by radar or by rocket ship, that suggestions 
have not been made for its use as a land for 
for the settlement of Jews. 


Of course there are difficulties to be over- 
come, such as the fact that it is better for the 
Jews to remain in Poland, that perhaps it 
might not be wise to allow the Jews to ex- 
plore that cosmic body first for fear that they 
may find it habitable and conducive to human 
existence, but the possibility should not be 
over looked, especially in view of the fact that 
neither the Nazis or the Arabs have as yet 
taken a stand on Jewish settlement there. Sup- 
pose the Arabs and the Nazis were to oppose 
this colonization. 


Then too it must not be forgotten, as far as 
as those Jews are concerned who fear for what 
may be said about us by others, there is the 
thought that if Jews were to live on the moon, 
they would lend credence to the allegation, now 
being concocted in the minds of Gerald L. K. 
Smith and his cohorts that the Jews are at- 
tempting to dominate the universe. 

So the statements by enthusiastic students of 
the Jewish problem who see in the new radar 
exploration of the moon a possibility for the 
solution of the Jewish problem, must be said at 
this time to be premature. At least some time 
should be allowed to elapse until world opinion 
crystallizes and the major powers decide exactly 
what parts of the moon they will arrogate to 
themselves under the charter of the United 
Nations Organization.

Should Learn From Others How To Combat 
Anti-Semitism, Says Hirsch Schpoont in Jew- 
ish Standard, Jersey City, N. J.—Have the Jew- 
ish methods of combating Anti-semitism, racial 
discrimination and intolerance been wrong 
until now? We have been submitting to every 
conceivable insult; college quotas, industries 
and mercantile establishment closing their 
doors to us, apartment house owners who will 
not admit a Jewish family, neighborhoods and 
certain summer resorts renting to SELECT 
FAMILIES, ONLY, meaning “JEWS NOT 
WANTED,” clubs where the mention of a Jew- 
ish name is anathema. 

“What are we doing about it? We grumble 
among ourselves, we try and sometimes pass a 
bill purporting to eliminate discriminatory 
methods, but discrimination does not cease, be- 
cause you cannot legislate tolerance, you can- 
not infuse love in one’s heart by law, or over- 
come years of poisonous propaganda from 
Henry Ford down to Coughlin by legislature. 


“If the Irish population of a city would 
find that they are being discriminated 
against, let’s say, for example, by a _ public 
utility corporation, supplying electricity, that 
they are not hired because they are Irish, would 
they bother about legislations? I believe the an- 
swer is NO. If they would happen to predom- 
inate the retail field, the first thing they would 
do, is to stop using electric power, even if they 
would have to use candles or kerosene in their 


establishments. The stockholders of the utility 


corporation would soon enough change the 
minds of those who are pursuing a policy of 
discrimination. Anything stockholders do not 
like more than hating Jews are investments 
without dividends. And the policy of discrim- 
ination WOULD quickly change. 

“And if during the last quarter of a century 
the police department of their city for one poor 
excuse or another did not appoint any of their 
race an inspector, captain, lieutenant or even 
a sergeant, would they keep quiet about it? 
Of course not! The political leaders would hear 
from them in no uncertain terms. Especially if 
they would number 25 to 30 thousand in the 
city. That is a lot of votes! 

“Let us imagine a newspaper by innuendo and 
otherwise spreading false rumors, sneering and 
jeering, spreading hate in their columnized 
articles and editorials against the French peo- 
ple. Would the French men in that city run to 
their senators and congressmen, or would they 
stop buying and insert advertising in that news- 
paper? The answer is obvious! But what do 
we Jews do? Millions of us are buying such 
daily, with their ads. And then we wonder why 
we are being hit left and right and used as 
a scapegoat by every cheap and low anti-semite 
and hate monger. The quisling Jews who can- 
not refrain from buying such papers because 
they do not want to deprive their kiddies or 
themselves of their favorite comics, do not 
realize that by supporting such papers, they 
are endangering the future of the same kiddies 
and also their own.

WITHOUT A NAME 


My friends, as Americans your 
war is over. You have a right 
to enjoy the peace of this post- 
war era together with your fel- 
low-Americans. But, as soon as 
you changed your uniforms for 
civilian clothes, you became 
American Jews. I have received 
letters from a number of chap- 
lains, asking me to take good 
care of you. It is, therefore, my 
duty to warn you that the climate 
in America has not improved; 
on the contrary, it shows signs 
of deterioration. It is part of 
the general world picture. 

What is to be done? You, vet- 
erans, are in the best position to 
do something. Organize. Dé6n’t 
let America and the world forget 
that you have fought for a better 
world, which you are entitled to 
enjoy. Organize as a Jewish 
body. An organization of 400,000 
or more Jewish veterans will 
command respect and attention. 
As organized veterans insist on 
your right and your children’s 
right to enjoy the post-war world 
in tranquility and decency. Re- 
peat that anti-Semitic propaganda 
disturbs you and robs you of 
your peace of mind. Address 
such insistent demands to the 
United States government and to 
the UNO which will have its 
headquarters in the United States. 
Such demands are bound to re- 
ceive a hearing and to bring sal- 
utary results. 

I would go a step farther and 
suggest that Jewish veterans 
form an international organiza- 
tion, attracting the Canadian, 
Palestinian, British, and other 
veterans. Such an organization 
would have more than a million 
members, if it were possible to 
enroll also the Jewish veterans 
of the Russian army. I would 
set before this international or- 
ganization the goal of regaining 
for the Jews of the right to enjoy 
life and liberty in the post-war 
world. Insist on a world free of

For as long as I can remember 
it has been the unvaried practice 
of Jewish organizations to solicit 
messages and congratulatory let- 
ters from public officials, partic- 
ularly non-Jewish, on any impor- 
tant occasion. Fraternal organ- 
izations, congregations, religious 
schools and charitable institutions 
invariably ask for and receive 
some formal message from a pub- 
lic official which they either read 
at a large public function or else 
publish it with pride in a printed 
journal. The members of the or- 
ganization feel flattered that a 
person in a high position has tak- 
en notice of them and wishes 
them well. We should learn once 
and for all that these formal ges- 
tures are meaningless. We would 
then learn to dispense with the 
beautifully phrased greetings 
which are issued by the public 
officials prior to important Jew- 
ish holidays. Our President sent 
a congratulatory message to Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann a few weeks 
ago, and shortly thereafter he re- 
pudiated those very things which 
have made Weizmann a distin- 
guished Jew and for which he 
has sacrificed so much. 

Fundamentally this mistaken 
Jewish attitude stems from a 
sense of inferiority and a feeling 
of dependence. We feel that we 
need the stamp of approval with- 
out which our efforts might seem 
vain. —Rabbi Harry Halpern.

RABBI ROLAND GITTELSOHN IN BITTER 
ATTACK ON ROSENWALD, COUNCIL

My Dear Mr. Rosenwald: 

I have just finished reading the 


press accounts of your testimony 
before the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry on Palestine. 
They leave me deeply depressed 
and saddened. At the end of a 
long procession of Jews who, 
without exception, pleaded pas- 
sionately for Palestine,—after 
even an able non-Zionist like 
Judge Proskauer had turned his 
keen legal mind against the Bal- 
four Declaration and in favor of 
full Jewish immigration, — you 
won once more the only kind of 
distinction you have ever won 
independent of your father’s 
name by turning renegade ex- 
hibitionist against the one last 
desperate hope of a people which 
has suffered too much—far too 
much—even without your blow. 


Believe me, I cherish no illu- 
sions in writing this. I do not ex- 
pect to impress you with words, 
because words are dull and futile 
unless they can play upon the 
responsive strings of humility 
and perspective and compassion. 
Of these you have none. If you 
knew the meaning of humility, 
you would be impressed by your 
own estimate that only two- 
tenths of one” percent of Amer 
ica’s Jews and less and seventy- 
five of her more than a thousand 
rabbis share your views on Pal- 
estine. If you knew humility, 
you would say: men who devote 


all their strength and lives to the 
careful study of Judaism and 
Jews almost unanimously dis- 
agree with me; it may just 
barely be that I am the one who 
is wrong. If you knew humility, 
Mr. Rosenwald, you would find 
some better way of attracting 
the attention your sick soul 
seems to need than by behaving 
like a badly spoiled child and 
throwing a temper tantrum in 
public. But you do not know hu- 
mility. 


You do not have perspective 
either. If you had, you might re- 
member that you yourself are 
the son of Jews who came from 
Germany. Some of your own 
blood relatives may well have 
been among the vast number of 
German Jews who spoke against 
Palestine in 1919 precisely as you 
do now. They do not speak 
against Palestine anymore, those 
German Jews. They are silent. 
Some are silent because they 
live in the very Palestine they 
so cheaply scorned. Some are 
silent because they have been 
persuaded by the inexorable logic 
of death. It may be, Mr. Rosen- 
wald, that this is the only kind 
of logic you understand also. If 
you had perspective, you would 
know that it was through no vir- 
tue or credit of yourself that 
your father or grandfather be- 
fore you had either the good 
sense or good luck to come to 
these blessed shores. Had they 
not, you, Lessing Rosenwald, 
might today be knocking in des- 
perate need on the very gates of 


Palestine which you are helping 
to seal. If only you had perspec- 
tive! 

-Or compassion. The kind of 
compassion for your own Jewisn 
people which your father felt so 
abundantly and generously for 
the Negro people. Then you 
would know that every time you 
speak in public as you did the 
other day in Washington you, 
with your own hand, of your own 
will, condemn another thousand 
Jews to ugly death. A Christian 
like James MacDonald listens to 
the story of your people and be- 
cause he knows compassion, is 
not ashamed to weep for them. 
You, a Jew, sit with dry, haughty 
eyes and grudgingly admit that 
maybe, perhaps, temporarily 
Jews might need some _ special 
consideration as Jews. For us, 
Mr. Rosenwald, temporarily has 
already lasted nineteen centuries. 
You were born just yesterduy 
and your eyes are still coyered 
by the womb’s film of sleep. 

So I have no hope of moving 
you. Because where you should 
speak with humility, with per- 
spective, with compassion, — in- 
stead you sit smugly in the seats 
of the mighty,—cold, hard, my- 
opic, incredibly arrogant and 
bitter. 

All this you have a right to do 
and be. But you have no right to 
libel the overwhelmingly vast 
majority of your fellows. You 
have no right to drag-out the 
old, shameless, anti-Semitic can- 
ard that Jews who are Zionists 
cannot be loyal, patriotic Ameri- 
cans. You have no right because 
to do so is to be un-American 
yourself, because it is nauseat- 
ingly bad taste, and because you 
know in your own heart that you 
have spoken a shameless, hypo- 
critical lie! 

I feel this thing deeply and 
bitterly, Mr. Rosenwald, because 
I happen to be one of those 
whom you have libelled. For 
thirty-one months now I have 
been a chaplain in the United

originally called, it seemed as 
though the Conference would 
point a way whereby the various 
Jewish organizations and institu- 
tions could and would pool their 
resources and talents in a com- 
mon effort to meet the challenge 
and the tragedies to which Jews 
the world over have been ex- 
posed these many years. It 
seemed as though the Conference 
would assume the role of a lead- 
er and that it would be a stimu- 
lant to world Jewry. 

Unhappily this was but a pipe 
dream. So little has it accomp- 
lished that it might as well never 
have been. The responsibility for 
this do nothing attitude must be 
placed on the shoulders of its 
delegates—and particularly on 
the small coterie which pulled 
the strings to which the puppet 
delegates dance. 


It is important that injections 
of life-giving stuff be adminis- 
tered to the Conference if it is 
not to be recorded as a failure 
in the history of American 
Jewry. These injections must, 
perforce, consist of new elections 
—heralded by much advance pub- 
licity so that the people will un- 
derstand the urgency and signifi- 
eance of those elections. It is im- 
portant that there be real elec- 
tions and not simply rubber 
stamp approval by the members 
of an organization or institution 
or synagogue—approval of can- 
didates designated by the hand- 
ful of “bosses” who so often run 
the organization ,institution, or 
synagogue in a manner similar 
to that in which the local ma- 
chine politicians run primary 
elections. 


I suggest that The Post print 
petition forms in its paper, that 
those forms be circulated by its 
readers and when filled sent by 
them to the editor of The Post 
who would then forward them to 
the Interim Committee of the 
Conference. The petitions should 
call for 50-100 signatures. Where 
the signatures overflow they can 
be written on any paper attached 
to the original petition.

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Congressional Committees Openly 
Anti-Semitic, Hoke Charges 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—A small bloc of Congressmen have exerted enough pressure to halt the 
sedition trial, charged Henry Hoke, author of “It’s A Secret,” at a luncheon meeting of the Speakers 
Bureau of the Jewish Community Relations Council last week. As a result, many anti-Semitic and 
fascist groups have interpreted it as a green light to go ahead and there is more anti-Semitic, anti-

The House Military Affairs 
Committee, of which H. Ralph 
Burton is chief investigator and 
counsel, was singled out by Hoke 
as being one of the legislative 
groups that is a hotbed of fascist 
and anti-Semitic influence. Hoke 
charged that the Army orienta- 
tion course given to. soldiers 
throughout the world was watered 
down because of the influence 
of this committee. The Army of- 
ficers who authored the Army ori- 
entation sheet No. 64, which dealt 
with Fascism were punished; one 
found himself soon in civvies and 
the other was shifted to a post 
in China. 

Was Friend of Nazis, Japs 

The FBI has pictures of Bur- 
ton’s son, who is attached to the 
investigating staff of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, show- 
ing him consorting with Nazi and 
Japanese agents during the war, 
Hoke said. 

Hoke asserted that investiga- 
tors attached to the House Com- 
mittee investigating un-American 
activity, are openly anti-Semitic. 
He said one investigator has pub- 
licly proclaimed that Hitler was 
right. 

He also charged that Congres- 
sional investigating committees 
demanded lists of Government 
employes and would scan the list 
for Jewish names and then exert 
pressure to have them removed 
from their jobs. 


There are more good congress- 
men than bad congressmen, Hoke 
said. It’s up to the people to 
See that they get in action against 
the bad ones. He urged that short, 
personal, hand-written letters be 
Sent to the congressmen urging 
them that they do something 
about the House Military Affairs 
Committee and the House Com- 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities. 


Hoke was _ well-supplied with 
samples of hate literature, many 
obtained from Congressmen’s 
wastepaper baskets, Although 
most of them are filled with the 
phrase “God is love,” they abound 
with hate. He read part of one 
which called Eisenhower Jewish 
and Truman part-Jewish. 

Would Know Source of Money 
Revealed 


When asked what could be 
done, Hoke urged that a law be 
passed requiring all propaganda 
groups to reveal their source of 
funds. Any organization mailing 
out legitimate literature .would 
not mind telling where its funds 
came from. 


Hoke confirmed the ADL re- 
lease that the younger Henry 
Ford is trying to stop the distri- 
bution of “The International Jew” 
in Latin American countries. Ford 
agents have contacted every South 
American government which has 
laws that may stop the distribu- 
tion.

Hatemongers Now Out In Open

JERSEY CITY, N. J.—Hate- 


mongers in America have come 
out into the open since V-J Day, 
John Roy Carlson, author of “Un- 
der Cover,” declared here in a 
lecture before members of Con- 
gregation Emanu-El. 

Carlson, who spent four years 
as an investigator of the Nazi 
underground, said anti-Semitic, 
anti-Catholic and anti-American 
groups, smacking of fascism, are 
rebuilding their bundist organiza- 
tions under the guise of relief 
organizations, with many of them 
infiltrating into veterans’ groups. 

He reported having read a leaf- 
let entitled, “Jewish Ritual Mur- 
der,” published in Chicago, which 
ignorantly and ridiculously de- 
scribed the Jews as being mur- 
derers of their own babies and 
committers of other atrocities.

Brodetsky stressed that British 
Jews want “an undivided Pales- 
tine, west of the Jordan, to be 
established as a Jewish state. 
After a period of transitional gov- 
ernment, such a Jewish state 
could become part of the British 
Commonwealth,” he continued. 
“We British Jews feel that under 
the British flag, there is a possi- 
bility for freedom to exist as 
under few others. It is also vital 
to Britain and the world that the 
Middle East be secure. We think 
Jews should help establish this 
security.” 

Answering a query by Ameri- 
can member James B. MacDon- 
ald, Prof. Brodetsky said that 
Zionists do not contemplate the 
establishment of a_ theocratic 
state. They had no intent, he 
added, of having laws laid down 
by religious authorities. 


British member Richard Cross- 
man pointed out that large num- 
bers of foreign Jews living in 
Palestine have not sought to ob- 
tain Palestinian citizenship, and 
asked Brodetsky whether he 
thought that this was a “healthy” 
situation. The Board president 
agreed that it was “unhealthy,” 
but stressed that the uncertainty 
concerning Palestine’s future 
status is the chief reason for the 
failure of some Jews to seek na- 
turalization. 


Crossman then asked whether 
it would not be helpful if dis- 
placed Jews took out Palestine 
citizenship before entering the 
country, adding: “Would you be 
ready to throw the weight of 
British Jewry behind this en- 
couragement of Palestine patrio- 
tism?” Brodetsky replied: “Yes.” 

Wilfred Crick, one of the Brit- 
ish members, asked what effect 
it would have on anti-Semitism 
in Western Europe, if all the 
Jews were taken out of Europe. 
Brodetsky replied that if any- 
thing was done to eliminate Jews

Judge Hutcheson expressed plea- 
sure at the absence here of “the 
rising crescendo of denunciation 
of Britain, which was evident in 
Washington.” 

There were reports circulating 
here that the committee would 
issue an interim report on the 
situation of the displaced Jews 
after completing its inquiries in 
Europe, and before it goes to 
Palestine. According to circles 
close to the committee, the mem- 
bers will assemble in Switzerland 
to prepare the report. 

American co-chairman Judge 
Joseph C. Hutcheson, who has in- 
dicated great interest, both at 
hearings here and at those held 
in Washington, as to what wit- 
nesses meant by a Jewish State, 
asked Nat Jackson, general sec- 
retary of the Paole Zion organ- 
ization, “Is if your idea that Pal- 
estine is a Jewish State in forma- 
tion, and Jews who are citizens 
of America and Britain can go 
there?” 


When the witness replied “yes,” 
Hutcheson said “I am surprised 
to hear that. Why should Jews be 
afforded double nationality not 
afforded other people? Having 
two loyalties is inconsistent with 
the laws of the United States.”

martial law in Palestine, was 
seen in the extraordinary precau- 
tions being taken. The martial 
law orders make it possible for 
the military to impose a death 
sentence on almost anybody for 
almost anything. 

The martial law was declared 
after renewed attacks on British 
installations. The British forces 
seem to be finding themselves in 
increasing difficulty, with Jewish 
groups even raiding arms dumps 
almost at will.
